STORM ON THE BRITISH COAST. 


Gen. Boulanger Denounced as 
a Spenthrift. 


An Express Messenger Eills His 
Wife and Attempts Suicide. 


Justice Miller's Body at Home. 
By Associated Press. ] 

Keoxvx (lowa), Oct. 18.—A com- 
mittee of citizens met the body of 
Justice Miller at Burlington and con- 
ducted it to Keokuk, arriving here at 
9 o’clock. At tbe depot the honorary 
pall-bearers and various committees 
took the body in charge, which was 
escorted by Company A, Second Regi- 
ment, I. N. G., Torrence Post, G. A. 
R., the Guard of Honor and several 
thousand citizens. 

The body was borne to the Federal 
building, which had been elaborately 
draped in mourning. The casket was 
conveyed to the court-room in which 
the dead Justice frequently presided, 
and was placed upon a handsome 
catafalque. The face of the beloved 
jurist was exposed to view, and during 
the few hours the body lay in state it 
wus viewed by several thousands. 
When the funeral services were held 
the public and private buildings 
draped in black presented a somber 
appearance. A high wind during the 
early morning destroyed many deco- 
rations. All along the line of march 
over which the funeral procession 
moved flags were displayed at half- 
mast. 

Besides the distinguished gentle- 
men who accompanied the remains 
from Washington, many others as- 
sembled here to pay their last tribute 
of respect. The Supreme Court of 
the State was represented, and large 
delegations of attorneys from all the 
States included in the circuit presided 
over by the dead Justice were in at- 
tendance. 

At 2 o'clock the funeral services 
were held in the Unitarian Churcb, of 
which the deceased had been a mem- 
ber. The church was entirely inade- 
quate to accommodate even a small 
portion of the crowd about it long be- 
fore the doors were opened. 

The funeral procession, headed by 
the clergymen, moved up the central 
aisle, \fol-owed by the pall-bearers 
with the casket. In a few minutes 
the family entered with Chief Justice 
Fuller, a member of the State Sa- 
preme Court and various bar delega- 
tions. There were many handsome 
floral tributes. 

The burial service was read by 
Pastor Hassall, followed by a prayer 
by Rev. McSwain. The funeral pro- 
cession to the cemetery was the largest 
ever seen here, including officials, 
Court dignitaries, military and civic 
bodies, fire departments and citizens. 
The hearse was drawn by four black 
horses. The services at the grave 
were very simple, and the body was 
lowered and covered from sight for- 
ever.

THE MEETING AT WINNEMUCCA. 


An Enthusiastic Crowd and Large 
Attendance te Listen to Mr. 
Newlands. 

The meeting held at Winnemucca 
on Wednesday night by Mr. Colcord, 
Mr. Newlands and others was one of 
the best of the campaign. A large 
number of ladies were in attendance, 
and good order and good feeling pre- 
vailed. Mr, Newlands made a close 
and concise argument in his presenta- 
tion of the status of the two parties ia 
National affairs, reviewing the tariff 


and silver questions. 


In discussing State politics, he 
brought out the vindictiveness and 
hate shown by the Democratic plat- 


form, and the hope and encourage- 
ment of the Republicans. He referred 
to Mr. Colcord as a man in whose 
armor no blemish could be found. 
Considerable of Mr. Newlands’ speech 
was devoted to State improvement, 
which he showed would not be con- 
fined to the western part of the State, 
but would include the Humboldt and 
the entire eastern part of the State as 
well. He argued that this matter was 
much safer in Repwhblican than any 
other hands, as that party had never 
failed to carry out any progressive 
measure to which it had been com- 
mitted. 

Mr. Colcord was warmly received 
by the puplic generally, as well as on 
the platform, and he is rapidly re- 
moving the imputation that he is not

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A GREAT CAMPAIGN. 


| The Colcord, 
Egan Company 
Work. 

A meeting remarkable for good feel- 
ing, as well as interest, was held at 
Battle Mountain last evening. It was 
opened by Mr. Blossom a member of 
the State Central Committee, who 
introduced Mr. Newlands. The latter 
spoke for an hour upon th : great ques- 
tions of the day, making so clear a 
presentation of the cave that no an- 
swer was possible, and the only way 
the Democratic papers and leaders can 
meet it is to forget or distort some of 
the statements. The tariff and silver 
questions, State improvements, the 
two platforms and the Republican 
candidates were all dwelt upon in that 
straightforward and concise manner 
for which Mr. Newlands is noted. 

Mr. Colcord was exceedingly well 
received, and his summing up of the 
opposite ticket, “But they are all 
Democrats !’’ brought down the house, 
and such expressions as ‘‘ That’s 
enough !’’ *‘ That settles them!”’ etc., 
ran through the house. 

Mr. Jones and Mr. Egan responded 
to their names, and made friends of 
the audience at once. 

R. L. Fulton spoke of the work of 
the conventions, saying that his 
county went in with a candidate for 
the leading office, but the Republican 
Convention chose another standard 
bearer. Washoe, however, did not 
sulk, but was at work for the whol: 
ticket, and at a meeting on Monday 
night Mr. Powning made a patriotic 
speech in support of Mr Colcord and 
his associates. He said it bad been 
reported that Mr. Powning was coming 
out into the great East to enter the 
canvass and he hoped he would. 

Mr. Traman, candidate for District 
Attorney, followed bim. 

J. R. Farrell, who is in charge of 
some mines near by, responded to a 
call and took his hearers by storm in 
a speech worthy of Tom Fitch. He 
showed that mining in America owed 
everything to the Republican party. 
Every law for its protection and pres- 
ervation, every decision defining the 
rights of miners, every ruling giving 
rights on public lands came from Re- 
publican 7, emmetom Judges and Ex- 
ecutivess The whole tradition and 
ractice of law, from the days of the 
Medes and Persians down through the 
Roman law, the old common law, and 
all modern practice were overthrown 
in the famous case of the Yellow 
Jacket mine, in which Jere Black and 
Thomas O’Connor were opposed by 
Senator W. M. Stewart, who held that 
the rule that a trespassor could not be 
ousted by a party in possession if 
the title still remained in the 
Government. A Republican court 
decided in Mr. Stewart’s favor, hold- 
ing that the miner in Nevada had 
a new common law and was entitled 
to the right of possession and proteec- 
tion. Mr. Stewart’s law, a few words 
long, passed in 1866, set the miner on 
his feet and made him the owner of 
his property. It was amended in 1872 
into the law we now work under, and 
until a Democratic administration 
brought Wm. A. J. Sparks into au- 
thority as Commissioner of the Gen- 
eral Land office the miner had his 
right. That official was so prejudiced 
and arbitrary that he ruled against 
the miner everywhere and treated him 
like a thief. Now again we are under 
the beneficient rule of a Republican 
administration and any man can get 
his rights. 

Mr. Farrell drew a word picture of 
the miner pioneering the western 
mountains, of the mine itself, and of 
the cities an industries it has built up 
and sustains. The young folks re- 
mained and all hands joined ina sc- 
cial dance, until a supper at Mrs. 
Huntsman’s in the ‘‘ wee sma hours”’ 
' closed the festivities.
